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The Synagogue by Alessandro Magnasco (1667-1749), Italian, School of Genoa. The Mr. and Mrs. 
L. L. Coburn Collection. A late work, painted sometime after 1735 when the artist returned to his native 
Genoa from long sojourns in Florence and the vicinity of Milan. In this final period of his work he showed 
a renewed interest in the ocean and frequently depicted the drama and turmoil of storms at sea. Scenes of 
monastic life held great fascination for him and on several occasions he painted the interiors of churches 
and synagogues. These were probably intended to go in pairs as religious paintings symbolizing the Chris- 
tian Church and the Synagogue. The Art Institute picture shows the characteristic thin, attenuated figures 
teeming with vitality. It seems as if gusts of wind came down from the slanting windows, enlivened the 
assembled group of people and rose to agitate the flames of the lamps and candles. Something of the in- 
tensity of the mature work of Tintoretto is apparent in the emotional excitement of such a picture. 


St. Martin and the Beggar by El Greco (1541-1614), Spanish School. Gift of Mr. and Mrs. Chauncey 
McCormick. This is one of the later of some six versions of the subject (two of which, from the Widener 
and Mellon Collections, are in the National Gallery in Washington). St. Martin as a young man in the 
year 332 A.D. was a member of a regiment stationed at Amiens. One cold day he met a naked beggar 
and out of pity slashed his cloak in two with his sword in order to share it with the destitute man, later 
revealed to him as Christ. St. Martin is represented here as an elegant knight to accentuate the contrast be- 
tween riches and poverty which the story symbolizes. His features are probably those of El Greco’s son 
Jorge Manuel. In the background is a somber view of Toledo. The dramatic sky and nervous, drawn-out 
lines set up strong tensions which give the painting a powerful emotional impact. (See cover) 
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RECENT PURCHASES AND GIFTS 


Sculpture by Edgar Degas (1834-1917), French School. Purchased from Museum Funds. 
Degas had done sculpture over a period of half a century but, as none was cast in bronze 
during his lifetime, large numbers of his fragile wax models disintegrated. After his 
death, seventy-three of the pieces found in the studio were in sufficiently good condition 
to cast. The four bronzes recently purchased by the Art Institute (two of which are illus- 
trated) all have the letters HER indicating that they are part of the set cast for the 
artist’s heirs. They belonged formerly to the Musson family in New Orleans, children 
of Degas’ brother René and his first cousin Estelle Musson. Sculptured horses, dancers 
and nudes aided Degas greatly in his painting as he was profoundly interested in move- 
ment as well as in the idea of being able to visualize all sides of a figure. As he modeled 
for the most part in wax rather than clay, his sculpture has great sensitivity and beautiful 
surface texture; at the same time it is vigorous and tense with life. 
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Heavy the Oar to Him Who Is Tired, Heavy the Coat, Heavy the Sea by 
Ivan Le Lorraine Albright (1897—), American School. Gift of Mrs. A. 
H. Patterson. This painting, done in 1929-30, is not just a realistic 
portrayal of a fisherman but is rather a super-analytical interpretation 
of the weariness and despair confronting a weather-beaten old salt. 
Albright learned this meticulous technique as a medical draughtsman 
during the First World War but in his subsequent paintings this search- 
ing analysis not only laid bare the corruption of the surface but managed 
to penetrate the very core of his subjects and bring forth a sense of hope- 
lessness and often of disintegration. The artist goes beyond reality to 
the essence of life and death, to inescapable bitterness and decay. 


Portrait of Mrs. Joseph Klapp (Anna B. Milnor) by Thomas Sully 
(1783-1872), American School. The Mr. and Mrs. L. L. Coburn Col- 
lection. Sully painted this extremely facile and sensitive portrait of 
young Mrs. Klapp in 1814 not long after his return from London where 
he had studied with Benjamin West and had been greatly captivated by 
the deftness and suavity of paintings by Sir Thomas Lawrence. While 
Sully learned much about the techniques employed by the English por- 
trait school, he managed to escape most of its artificiality. In a com- 
paratively early work like Mrs. Klapp he retains freshness and natural- 
ness, showing remarkable skill in the subtle rendering of surface textures. 
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Carved wood with polychrome decoration. S. M. Nickerson Collection. This grotesque sculpture of fabulous 

animals, not yet identified, comes from an excavation in Ch’ang-sha, in Hunan Province and dates certainly 

as early as the third century B.C. The reds and yellows of the decoration are dimmed by age, but the feroc- 

ity of the forms speaks as clearly as ever. The excellent preservation of the wood is due to its immersion 
is 23% inches. 


under water. The base is modern. Total height of the scu 
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Carved Pi (ritual object) of translucent white jade, late Eastern Chou Dynasty (650-249 B.C.). It is impossible 
to express the sheer beauty of jade carving such as this in a reproduction. It required a high degree of geometric 
knowledge merely to subdivide the surface o the disc into the proper areas for laying out the intricate pattern within 
its diameter of eight inches. Vitality and elegance combine to make this a masterpiece of one of the greatest periods. 


Reclining Buffalo, Sung Dynasty (960-1279 A.D.). China honors the water buffalo, by no means a lovely crea- 
ture, for his strength in plowing the rice fields and his gentleness with children. He has been very popular with 
jade carvers for centuries. This Sung carving of deep green jade, still retaining much of the character of the 
boulder from which it was carved, expresses the buffalo with consummate skill. It is 15% inches long. 
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Dragon, carved jade, late Eastern Chou Dynasty (650-249 B.C.). Edward and Louise B. 
Sonnenschein Collection. The dragon, in spite of his fearful appearance, has always been 
greatly loved and revered by the Cline, and a favorite subject for artistic treatment. The 
delicacy of the surface modeling and the extreme precision of the engraved details in no way 
detract from the vigorous sweeping curves of this writhing monster. It is light greenish grey 
in color with a length of 6% inches. 


“Compagnie des Indes” Punch Bowl, porcelain. Chinese export ware, about 1800. Gift of 
the Antiquarian Society. The sides of the bowl are decorated with brush drawn illustrations 
in black heightened with gold. The scene depicts the Hong or quarters and warehouses of 
the foreign merchants of Canton. An unusually fine example of this type of ware, it was 


pro 


bly made as a souvenir for one of the dealers or merchant captains in the China trade. 
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Church Candelabrum, bronze. French, Paris, dated 1731, inscribed by 
de la Macque, master fondeur. The Bessie Bennett Fund. This Easter 
candelabrum is notable for its well balanced design and its mastery of 
bronze casting. Partly owing to the extensive destruction during the 
French Roakaten, altar furniture of this type and period is now rela- 
tively rare. A signed piece is even more exceptional. 


Dressing Table, mahogany. American, Philadelphia, 1760-75. Gift 
of the Antiquarian Society through the Jessie Spalding Landon Fund. 
An excellent example of the more elaborate type of Philadelphia work 
prior to the Revolution, this table was found in England, where it may 
well have been taken by Tory refugees during the Revolution. 
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Case-top Secretary, mahogany. American, Rhode Island (?), 1760-75. Gift of the Antiquarian Society. 
Desks and secretaries with this monumental kettle or bombé form are relatively rare. This piece is note- 
worthy for the exceptional feet which seem adequate for the weight they support. The broken scroll pedi- 
ment is a restoration. 
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Panel: Hanging of Judas, stained glass. Alsatian, about 1520-25. The Buckingham Fund. This unusually 
well preserved stained glass panel was drawn and painted by an unknown master who was influenced by Hans 

ung Grien. The gruesome scene follows the medieval concept of Judas’ suicide where his traitorous soul is 
castieall by the Devil as it bursts from his entrails. It could not pass through a mouth which had kissed Christ. 
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The Penance of Saint John Chrysostom by Giulio Campagnola (about 1482-1515), Italian. The 
Clarence Buckingham Collection. The only known impression of this engraving by the oer Vene- 
tian engraver of the same period as Giorgione and the young Titian. For years its whereabouts was 
uncertain until recently it turned up in the sale of the Prince of Liechtenstein’s important collection and 
was then acquired by the Art Institute. 
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Death Pursuing the Human Herd by James Ensor (1860-1949), Belgian. The William McCallin McKee 
Memorial Collection. Ensor, who becomes recognized more and more as one of the most important figures 
in the development of modern graphic art, is here represented by an etching which combines many of his 
singular gifts. In a scene like one from a miracle play we have a modern rendering of the traditions of 
Flemish art from Bruegel to its most recent master. ; 
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Christ on the Cross between Mary and Saint John. Anonymous, German, fifteenth century. The Clarence 
Buckingham Collection. A superb woodcut, colored by hand, which is known to exist only in this impres- 
sion and which was once a part of the collection of the library of the Monastery of Saint Galle, Switzerland. 
After five centuries we may appreciate this print in all the original freshness of its color.

The February play in the Members’ Series will 
be Twelfth Night by Shakespeare. The play 
will open on February 8 and will play nightly 
through March 2, with the exception of Mon- 
days, and with one matinee on Thursday, 
February 22. 

The March production will be The House of 
Bernarda Alba by Federico Garcia Lorca, the 
most gifted of the Spanish playwrights of the 
last quarter century. Two years ago we pre- 
sented his Yerma, which at the time was the 
first production of the play in the United 
States. The House of Bernarda Alba is a mag- 
nificent projection of the little known and little 
understood life of a family in the Spanish 


provinces. The play will open on March 8 and 
will play nightly through March 24, with the 
exception of Mondays and with one matinee 
on Thursday, March 22.
